2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the Abstract contains the 
undefined acronym "MAC". All such acronyms should be defined at the instance of their 
first use within the Abstract.

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 5-13 and 26-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The claims recite an apparatus for performing a mathematical function. 

"(t]o satisfy section 101 requirements, the claim must be for a practical application of the Sec. 101 
judicial exception, which can be identified in various ways: 

. The claimed invention "transforms" an article or physical object to a different state or thing. 
. The claimed invention otherwise produces a useful, concrete and tangible result,...". 

See "Interim Guidelines for Examination of Patent Applications for Patent Subject Matter 

Eligibility" OG Date: 22 November 2005. 

In order for claims to be statutory, claims must include a practical application with 

a concrete, useful, and tangible result. However, claims 5-13 and 26-28 merely disclose 

elements for performing mathematical function without disclosing a practical 

application with a concrete, useful, and tangible result, as they are pre-emptive in 

any application. Therefore, claims 5-13 and 26-28 are directed to non-statutory subject 

matter. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cited references are art of interest. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the recorded 
references do NOT teach or suggest the combined "shifting circuitry, adder circuitry 
[...with a predefined value] and zeroing circuitry" features as recited in independent 
claim 5.
